The Court Find* for tne County, 


and the Plaintiff Appeal*, 


A case pending for the past year, in

WASHINGTON, D, C,, Nov. 24111— 
The tremendous interest that ap- 


pears lo be manifested by the Demo- 
crats in behalf of Mr. Conkling's

ture, bodes little but mischief. Should 
that provoking gentleman get back 
into Ihc Senate, his transcendent abil-

If it had. not been for 


the clear and precise laws of New 
York governing Ihe counting and the 
canvass of votes it is quite likely there 
would have been two sets of returns 
and no settled and accepted rule 
whereby Congress could determine 
which lo accept. The need for plain 
and just Federal laws upon Ihe whole 
subjecl was made manifest in 1876. 
In 
1880 'the result was in no sort of 


doubt, but again in 1884 the danger of 
dispute, with no sure guide to a set- 
tlement, presents itself, 
There should 


be no further delay in providing a 
remedy, nor should it await the adop- 
tion ol a new plan of election, which 
is sure to provoke prolonged discus- 
sion.

(the Kigth battery), and the Fifth bat- 
tery of light artillery was recruited 
from a two-gun lo a four-gun baltery, 
The Fourth Regiment was partially 
disbanded on account of the unsol- 
diery conduct of several companies at 
the Cincinnati riots and was reorgan- 
ized as the Seventh Regiment. 
The 


Ohio National Guard now consists of 
87 companies of infantry and 8 bat- 
terias of light artillery. 
The com- 


panics of infantry arc attached as fol- 
lows: 
First regiment, 7 companies; 


Second regiment, 7 companies; Third 
regiment, 7 companies; Fifth regi- 
ment, 7 companies; Sixth regiment, 9 
companies; Seventh regiment, 6 com- 
panies; Eighth regiment, 7 companies;

duct of the institution placed upon a 
higher scale, there was general glad- 
ness. 


The Infirmary farm, as our readers 


well know, is one of the poorest in the 
county. 
The purchasers evidently 


misunderstood the term "poor farm," 
because they followed it out in its ab- 
solute meaning anil purchased about 
as poor a one as could be found, 
It 


is so hilly that it has the appearance 
of standing on its edge, ready to top' 
pie over at the first gust of wind. 
It 


is a compound of yellow clay and 
stone, the stone predominating. 
It 


will raise beans, and the present Super- 
intendent manages to raise rather 


the 
for- 


tune. In this respect it bears a belter 
reputation than infirmaries in neigh- 
boring counties. 
For instance, we 


haye at hand a report made by the 
visiting committee appointed by the 
Muskmgum Common Pleas Court, 
concerning the infirmary of that coun- 
ty. They say in part: 


Of the Infirmary, it is the unanimous 


opinion of this Board that no language 
can over state the case. We find here 
a household which is wretched in the 
extreme. The sick and the well, the 
insane, idiotic and /eeble minded, the 
immoral and the respectable are crowd- 
ed together almost-indiscriminately. 
The sick and suffering are compelled 
to bear with the noise and the confus- 
ion in the halls, and the dying have 
their ears filled with the wild ravings 
and curses of the insane, and irrespon- 
sible, without the comforts and conso- 
ations which ought to be granted to 
them, The 
interior of the building 


with ils rough dark walls, is gloomy, 
unpleasant, forbidding, and the air 
oftentimes sickening and stifling. 
The 


walli harbor bed bugs, which infest the 
jedding and clothing of the inmates, 
and which no efforts of the attendant* 
under p/esent circumstances, can over- 
come. 
We find immorality prevalent 


with the best efforts to restrain it. Al- 
though this Board has recommended 
the smooth coating of the walls for the 
sake of keeping the building clear of 
these pests referred to—for the cheer- 
fulness of the inmates and for the com- 
lorl of all living in the building—al- 
though this Board has waited upon the 
County Commissioners and urged that 
this work should be dene; yet no at- 
tention has been paid to this matter oi 
so much importance. The conse- 
quence is that the Superintendent and 
his assistants arc put to the greatest in- 
convenience in keeping the building in 
proper condition, and the reasonable 
comfort of the inmates disregarded. 


In conclusion this Board finds but 


little to commend in the discipline and 
general management of this most im- 


of Knox County.

The greatest sufferers 
are the unfortunate inmates and the 
tax payers, who do not get an 
ade- 


quate return for the money expend- 
ed. 


It will be seen from the above that 


the condition of affairs under Mr, and 
Mrs. Richcson's management is quite 
different from that in other counties,

Earth-Movements in Chili. ;^ 


In all only ton known Chilian orators 


can bo pronounced with certainty to bo 
now aotlvo volcanoes, Obviously the 
neighborhood of thoso subterranean, 
furnaces cannot bo regarded as belong- 
ing to tho quiot regions of tho onrth, 
No part of tho oartli's surface Is so pro- 
lific of ouvlhqimkos as tho woHlorn nail 
of South America; and hero tlioy aro 
more fi'0(|iionl and sovovo on tho I'acillo 
oofVHl than on Uio custom side of Iho 
Andes. On this coast Lhoy aro oftou 
accompanied with scones of horror and 
•woo thai surpass description. To tho 
cllroot oonsof|uonoo,s in tho loss of lifo 
and tho destruction of buildings nVo 
frequently rulilod tho ravages of llro 
breaking out In tho ruins and consum- 
ing all that has not boon already crush- 
ed. Tho seaport towns aro oxposott to 
a.still lurtRor clangor of destruction by 
tho rushing tklal-wavo which follows 
the extraordinary rolroat of tho waters 
with which the earthquake phenomena 
aro usually accompanied. Thoso evils 
and more wore sullorod in thoir worst 
form during and at'tor tho earthquakes 
of Starch, 1881, with which MondoBft 
was visited, and August, 1808, which 
laid waste n considerable- stretch oJ tho 
ootist, with many towns. 


With thoso volcanic a»d solsmio phe- 


nomena i.s associated a steady elevation 
ol tlio Chilian coast, which has amount- 
ed, uc'conllng lo the indications of Hie 
shore lorraoos, to from six motros at 
(Jape Throe Mountains, to throo hun- 
dred and ninoty-Hovon metres al Con- 
copoiou, within tlio present geological 
period. .Darwin has averaged the ralo 
at about seventeen contlmotros a year, 
Tho Island of Santa Maria, in tho 
northwest of tho Bay of Arauco, roso 
throo motros during tho earthquake- ol 
1885, but afterwards sank to its old 
level. 
Depressions also soom to havo 


taken place in former periods, The el- 
evating force i.s more intensive in tho 
Chilian Andes than in tho neighboring 
countries, and, as il \» slill In operation, 
U is still destined probably to carry tho 
loftiest peaks of tho Cordilleras to n 
still greater height. The frequent; oc- 
currence of tho ending huapi—Indian 
lor island—in the names of promontor- 
ies, Indicates lhat many former islands 
aro now connected with tho mainland. 
Tho islands ol«Irnolob and Quohui, in 
Chiloo, aro at present .separated only at 
high water, and appear to bo approach- 
ing a permanent 
union.—I)?1.
